RECENT number of Linn’s 

Weekly Stamp News car- 

ried a news item regarding 

the discovery of one of the 

rare Orangeburg Coil 
Stamps by a reader. The stamp was 
found in a bag of so called Mission 
Mixture, and only goes to prove that 
it is worth while to know your stamps 
in order that you may not overlook 
those few elusive items that otherwise 
would be passed by. 

While the standard catalogues list 
this stamp, no price quotation is given 
so that the average collector has no 
knowledge of its great rarity which 
would be indicated by a three figure 
-_ if a price quotation were print- 
ed. 

Numerous letters from readers, re- 
garding this rare coil stamp have 
come to the editor within the past few 
weeks. There seems to be some new 
bits of information in some of these 
letters and it will therefore be best 
to first quote the article by Messrs 
King and Johl and then to add such 
further comment as may be gleaned 
from the letters at hand. 


#389—Three Cent, Violet, Washing- 
ton. Sidewise Coil. S. L. Wmk. 
Perf. 12 Vertically. 


Issued January 24, 1911. 


This is the rarest of all the Govern- 
ment coils. Only one unused strip of 
four and three mint pairs are known 
and we know of but three or four 
mint and used single copies. The strip 
is a paste up showing plate number 
5126. It is known as the “Bell” or 
“Orangeburg” Coil. 

This particular coil was made by the 
Post Office Department for the Bell 
Pharmaceutical Company, of Orange- 
burg, N. Y. This firm manufactured 
a patent medicine and the coil stamps 
were used on samples of their prod- 
uct mailed to physicians. 





Dr. Jason Samuel Parker, of White 
Plains, N. Y., a well known surgeon 
as well as a keen philatelist, noticed 
a new type of three cent coil stamp 
on a sample package sent to him. He 
immediately made an investigation. 
The following statement received from 
him is interesting: 


“It seems wise to look over the 
stamps on the second and third class 
mail. I once found a package with a 
three cent stamp that I had not seen 
before. On examination it proved to 
be a Coil, single line watermark, per- 
forated 12 vertically of the issue of 
1910. The package was from the Bell 
Pharmaceutical Company, Orange- 
burg, N. Y. I wrote inquiring about 
the stamp and received a very cour- 
teous letter from Mr. Bell, the presi- 
dent, enclosing an unused pair of 
what is known as the Bell Coil. I 
described the stamp in Mekeel’s at the 
time. 

(Signed) Jason S. Parker.” 


Dr. Parker later sold this mint pair 
to Philip Ward, the used copy still 
being in the Doctor’s collection. 


We quote from the following letter 
received from Mr. Ward which gives 
further light on this subject: 


“* * * concerning the 3c coil, #389, 
the only lot, however, that was ever 
philatelically discovered was the lot 
used by the Bell Chemical Company 
of Orangeburg, N. Y. When the stamp 
was current a railway mail clerk from 
middle Pennsylvania acquired a strip 
of four after correspondence both with 
the Bell Company and the local post 
office, this strip shows a plate number 
in the pasteup. At the time I had 
the Bureau check this plate and we 
found that it was used for coils only, 
(3) hence the plate number definitely 
established the genuineness of the coil. 
This unused strip of four, which is 





now in one of our largest collections, 
is the only unused strip known. There 
are possibly three unused pairs 
around, one of which came from Dr. 
Parker, and if I am not mistaken is 
now in the ‘Miller’ collection in the 
New York Library. There are also 
one or two unused single copies with- 
out gum about and these were, no 
doubt, used for postage, but escaped 
cancellation. 

“The cancelled copies were used on 
the Bell envelopes in sending out sam- 
ples of their medicine and as they sent 
out large quantities, the covers were 
run through the first class cancelling 
machine and received the wavy can- 
cellation used on the machine in 
Orangeburg at that time. 

“As a result, we have not had much 
difficulty in checking up the genuine- 
ness of individual cppies from this lot, 
for we get the correct color, the cor- 
rect height of the stamp, in addition 
to the proper cancellation and for one 
to find a used copy perforated all 
around, which could be cut to give 
these specifications, would be practic- 
ally impossible.

A well known New York dealer told 
the writers that these stamps were 
printed on a special paper which was 
used only for this coil. This theory 
does not seem to be correct as they 
were printed on a regular requisition 
and made in the usual method then in 
vogue at the Bureau. The history of 
this stamp is similar to that of the 
4 cent 1902 Shemack which like it 
served the intended purpose and was 
destroyed before philatelists, with but 
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few exceptions, knew of its existence. 


Shade: Deep violet. 

Varieties: With the exception of the 
strips of four and three pairs mention- 
ed above it is always found used. — 

a: Spacing pair.

The above is from the article by 
Messrs. King and Johl and in addition 
to the information there given, we 
find other information of interest in 
the various letters at hand. 

It might be well to call attention to 
the fact that this coil stamp is the 
rarest of all coil stamps. It gets its 
name from the town in which it was 
used, Orangeburg, N. Y. It was used 
by the Bell Pharmaceutical Company, 
manufacturers of the Digestive Tablet 
known as “Bell-Ans”. The stamp is

The stamp is of the design of the 
3c 1908-09 issue, Type I. This design 
and Type is first shown in the cata- 


is perf. all around and is on the double 
line watermark paper. This same 
stamp is also issued imperforate but 
since this is also a double line water- 
marked stamp it is not possible for 
fakers to make the rare coil from this 
imperforate sheet. The next listing 
of this Type and design in a 3c stamp 
is on the bluish paper issue. Just prior 
to the bluish paper issue of stamps 
there is a listing of a 1, 2, 4, 5, and 10c 
coil stamp but no 8c coil stamp is 
listed. 

Then comes the change from double 
line to single line watermark and in 
the 1910 issue we find that the 3c 
stamp is still being printed from the 
same Type I plate, this stamp is perf. 
all around and is therefore identical 
with the rare coil except that the coil 
is perf. 12 vertically. Following the 
coil in question, the same stamp of 
the same Type comes in a coil perf. 
8% vertically. 

Following this the stamp is next 
issued perf. 10 with single line water- 
mark and also in the coil form perf. 
10. It is hardly necessary to follow 
this Type farther as from this point 
other Types appear, until we find a 
total of six different Types of this par- 
ticular design of the 3c stamp. 

In checking up on known copies of 
the Orangeburg Coil one can include 
among’ the fortunate owners, Dr. R. L. 
Glase of Seattle, Washington. Dr. 
Glase, writing under date of August 
23, says, “Some few philatelists among 
the physicians saved this coil, but the 
great majority saw in it only another 
purple three cent stamp and tossed it 
into the waste basket. * * * I am 
writing about this stamp because I 
happen to have a pair in my safety 
deposit box. How I discovered I had 
saved them would make a good story.” 

Mr. F. G. Koepf of Buffalo, N. Y., 
writing under date of August 22, says, 
that at the time the stamp was cur- 
rent that a Mr. Buckminster, Prof. in 
Chemistry at the Lockport, N. Y. High 
School had a quantity of the stamps 
which he obtained from some Chemi- 
cal Company at Orangeburg, N. Y. 
Mr. Koepf further states that a Mr. 
Fred James of Lancaster, N. Y., has 
two strips of four of the stamps that 
were given him by Mr. Buckminster. 

Mr. M. A. Eyster, of Toledo, Ohio, 
states that at an auction sale of M. 
Herbert & Co., in New York, in 1930, 
a mint single copy was sold for $430 
and a used copy at $375. 

The coil came showing pairs with 
both the 2 and the 3 mm. spacing be- 
tween stamps. 

Mr. Robert Dexheimer of Atlantic 
City, N. J., writes under date of Au- 
gust 22, and states that Orangeburg is 
situated on t:e New York Central R. 
R. in Rockland County, N. Y. He 
calls attention to the fact that “so far 
as known, only one 1000 subject coil 





was ever made and this was sold to 
the Bell people.”

GEORGE WASHINGTON SPON- 
SORED FIRST AIR MAIL 





Dear Mr. Linn: 

In a recent issue you had a note on 
Lafayette, Indiana, as the site of the 
first air mail flight in the United 
States. Just to present another angle 
to this controversial question I wish 
to quote the Hon. Clyde Kelly, Repre- 
sentative in Congress from Pennsyl- 
vania, who writing in the National 
Republic Magazine for April, 1932, on 
“George Washington and the U. S. 
Post” says: 

“A still greater proof of Washing- 
ton’s faith and courage in accepting 
new ideas was shown in 1793 when he 
sponsored the first air flight in Amer- 
ica. Washington was President of the 
United States, but in the face of ridi- 
cule of the unthinking, he accompanied 
Jean Blanchard, the French balloonist, 
to the old prison yard in Philadelphia, 
which thus became America’s first air 


port. 

“Washington gave Blanchard the 
first air mail letter in American his- 
tory. It was addressed: ‘To all whom 
these presents may come,’ and was as 
follows: ‘The bearer hereof, Mr. 
Blanchard, a citizen of France, pro- 
posing to ascend in a balloon from the 
City of Philadelphia at 10 A. M. this 
day to pass in such direction and des- 
cend in such place as circumstances 
may render most convenient. 

‘These are there to recommend to 
all citizens of the United States and 
others that in his passage, descent, 
return or journeying elsewhere they 
oppose no hindrance or molestation to 
the said Mr. Blanchard; and that on 
the contrary they receive and aid him 
that humanity and goodwill which may 
render honor to their country and jus- 
tice to an individual so distinguished 
by his efforts to establish and ad- 
vance his art in order to make it use- 
ful to mankind in general. 

‘Given under my hand and seal at 
the City of Philadelphia this ninth day 
of January, seventeen ninety-three, 
and of the Independence of America 
the seventeenth.’ 

“Blanchard floated to Woodbury, N. 
J., a distance of fifteen miles in forty- 
five minutes..... r 

The rest of the article is also very 
interesting especially to a collector.

About the most unique precancel to 
come my way in recent months was 
submitted by C. F. Jones of Highby, 
Ohio. The stamp was a Ic ord. from 
Waverly, Ohio. Waverly and Ohio 
within a circle. Waverly is curved 
at the top and Ohio at the bottom 
making Ohio read Oiho, but of course 
you are supposed to turn the stamp 
upside down when reading Ohio as 
follows in the same position as 
Waverly rather than being inverted to 
make it read right in normal position. 
This is a rubber hand stamp. 


And now about handstamps. Up 
until a short time ago all handstamps 
were of the rubber variety, that is the 
type bars or lines were made of rub- 
ber. Of course the rest was made of 
wood and whatever else it takes to 
make handstamps. It seems that late- 
ly the government has been issuing 
some offices handstamps but the let- 
tering, etc., are of metal. It is very 
apparent that the thin ink formerly 
used for the rubber stamps would not 
work so well on the metal letters so 
the postmasters have been instructed 
to use a grade of printers ink. Mr. 
Allan P. Vestal of Indianapolis and 
Mr. William A. P. Andrews of Little- 
ton, Colo., were my informants on the

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Notes on Stamps of Hejaz and Nejd 


By Montgomery Mulford 


Hejaz in Arabia, was stampically 
born in 1916, with the first issue ap- 
pearing between August and October 
of that year. The first stamps of the 
country bore inscriptions which were 
taken from mosques in Egypt or out 
of the Koran—Mohammedan bible! 

All Hejaz stamps bear in the de- 
signs inscriptions, and no portraits of 
illustrations. 

It is interesting to note that in the 
Gibbon catalog for 1921 and 1922 is- 
sue, we read:*“The Arabic inscription 


reads “Arab Hachemite Government, 
1340”. In Scott’s we find after the 
1922 surcharges, the note: “The 
Arabic surcharges read: ‘Government 


of the Land of the Prophet’ 1340”. 

Of the 1924 issue we find further 
notes of interest. Gibbon says: “The 
surcharge commemorates the procla- 
mation of King Hussein at Caliph.” 
Scott’s says: “The surcharge reads: 
‘In commemoration of the Caliphate, 
Shaaban, 1342’. The issue was in- 
tended to commemorate the assump- 
tion \< of the Caliphate by King Hus- 
sein.’ 

These overprints and surcharges are 
known in many erroneous positions, 
but this article will not go into such 
detail which is left for the special- 
ists. The Jeddah issues of 1925 bear 
an overprint or surcharge, translated 
“Hejaz Government, October 4, 1924” 
on the postage stamps of the 1917-18 
issues. It is curious to note that 
“1924” corresponds to the Hejazian 
(or Arabian would be more proper) 
year as stated, “1343”,

Subsequent issues of this area were 
issued by Nedj. Its first postage ap- 
peared in March-April of 1925, being 
surcharged stamps translated as 
“1925: Post of the Sultanate of Nejd”. 

1925 corresponds to Nedj date of 1343. 
Not only were Hejaz stamps used as 
just mentioned with the new inscrip- 
tion, but soon Turkish stamps were 
likewise used in this manner. 

Nejd stamps do not, either, present 
any portraiture or illustrations in the 
designs with one exception. On the 
issue of 1925 railway tax stamps we 
find a picture of a small, early type of 
locomotive. 

The Pilgrimage commemorative is- 
sue appearing in July of 1925 com- 
memorates the first pilgrimage of the 
faithful. One surcharge reads “Al 
Arba” which is translated as “Wed- 
nesday”. 

In 1926, came the Hejaz-Nejd is- 
sues, also inscriptive in the designs. 
On these first issues we find the in- 
scription (not surcharge) translated 
as: “Post of Hejaz and Nejd”. 

Under this combined government 
was issued the Pan Islamic Congress 
postage stamps. This was in June of 
1926. 

On the 1927 surcharges we find “in 
commemoration of the kingdom of 
Nejd and Dependencies, 25th Ragheb, 
1345.” 

In 1926, Ibn Saud came to the throne 
of Hejaz-Nejd, and in 1930, commemo- 
rative stamps appeared marking the 
event. 

These Hejaz and Nejd and Hejaz- 
Nejd issues are curious, untranslatable 
and undecipherable for most of us 
without a guide. This writer hopes 
that the little that has been said in 
this article will be of some assistance 
to the collector of these stamps. I 
should like to have some energetic or 
erudite philatelist translate for me— 
and for the benefit of all others—those 
inscriptions on the first Hejaz issues 
pretending to be inscriptions from 
mosques and the Koran. I believe such 
translations will be welcome as well as 
fascinating.

The Precancel Clearing House of 
Newark, N. J., sends in a number of 
nice buro plate breaks for listing: 


No. 1—Newark, N. Y., B11-1ce coil, 
a battered lower line that occurs at 
the minor gap and is constant. 


No. 2—Newark, N. J., Bll-1%4ce 
coil (old type Harding) with a bat- 
tered “K’’. Third stamp to the left of 
the minor gap and also constant. 


No. 8—Newark, N. J., B11-1% coil 
(old type Harding) with a mangled 
“Rk” in Newark. Constant on third 
stamp to the left of the major gap. 


No. 4—For a long, long time we 
have noted some tricky items on the 
old type Newark 3c coils, among 
them a very faint “W” in Newark. 
The Clearing House shows a sufficient 
number to warrant listing this item 
as either a break or badly worn type. 


No. 5—Included also were some fine 
examples of “Stretches” on old type 
Macon and Peru coils, also a beautiful 
shift on the Camden 2c B11 coils. 


A letter from The Pequoig Ex- 
change of Athol, Mass., reaches us 
under first class mail franked with 
precancels. We found a number of 
nice buro breaks and _ stretches. 
Among the breaks, the Portland 4c 
Taft with a diagonal top line break 
over “RT” of Portland. A number of 
nice printing oddities from Houston 
and Milwaukee showing those very 
streaked overprints.

HOW TO Here is the answer to

RUBBER In recent issues we have 
STAMP had occasion to make 
CACHETS some remarks about Rub- 


ber Stamp Cachets. We 
believe that these remarks were mis- 
understood by some people for it was 
not our intention to condemn any 
cachet simply because it was a rub- 
ber stamped cachet, for be it known, 
more cachets are so applied. What we 
wanted to convey was the fact that 
too frequently, cachets of no impor- 
tance or consequence are hurriedly 
thrown together by some irresponsible 
person by the use of a set of rubber 
type and such cachets are foisted 
upon collectors who have no way of 
knowing what is coming until they 
have spent their good money for them. 

We also pointed out that too fre- 
quently rubber stamp cachets are ap- 
plied in a haphazard slipshod manner 
so that they are illegible and smeary 
and as such are quite disappointing 
and undesirable to collectors. 

James Mac Fatridge of the Stand- 
ard Stamp Works of Muncie, Indiana, 
submits a specimen rubber stamp 
cachet applied to an envelope, which 
his firm prepared for the Airport 
Dedication and Air Show that was 
held at Muncie on September 10 and 
11 and calls our attention to the fact 
that a rubber stamp cachet can be 
applied in a legible and attractive 
manner, if the stamp is made right 
and applied right. 

We can quite agree with this gen- 
tleman as his sample proves the fact, 
yet that does not eliminate the fact 
that a large proportion of the cachets 
are unattractive, usually from care- 
less and hurried application.

SOMETHING NEW IN PLAYING 
CARD STAMPS 


Burt C. Wear 


The Olympic Games which were re- 
cently an event in Los Angeles sug- 
gested to an enterprising publisher 


the creation of Olympic Playing 
Cards. These cards were a set of 
novelty cards. The joker being a 


likeness of that funny boy Joe Brown. 
The aces were utilized to show the 
Olympic Village, Los Angeles City 
Hall, Olympic Stadium and the Swim- 
ming Stadium. The deuce to ten 
showed the flags of the countries 
which had entries in the games. The 
Jacks, Queens and Kings were like- 
nesses of the Movie Celebrities. The 
backs of the cards showed an athlete 
holding a laurel chain. 

The idea of these cards evidently 
occurred to the publisher after the 
games were under way as the cards 
were not available until August 8th 
and the games opened on the 30th of 
July. As the games closed on the 
14th of August they were half com- 
pleted before the cards were on the 
market. 

When the cards were ready to go 
to the distributors there were no 
Playing Card Stamps in the Internal 
Revenue Office in Los Angeles. To 
meet this deficiency it was necessary 
to use some of the 1917 issue of Docu- 
mentary Stamps. The stamp used was 
Scott’s No. 4231 which is water- 
marked double line U S I R and per- 
forated 11. These stamps are pre- 
canceled P.J.W.CO. and dated August 
8, 1932. We have been informed that 
only 150 of these stamps were so pre- 
cancelled. 

A supply of the flat plate printings 
of the 1930 perforated 10 (long type) 
were evidently received soon after as 
we find them dated August 12 and 
also 13. The cancellation on both of 
these stamps were handstamped and 
the firm and date were separately ap- 
plied. 

It is my opinion that this is the 
first time in the history of U. S. Reve- 
nue Stamps that a documentary stamp 
has been used as a playing card

DON’TS 
When You Write for a Cachet 





DON’T leave your covers unsealed, or 
if you must, tuck in the flaps, so 
they won’t get caught in the Post 
Office cancelling machine. 


DON’T send your covers without a 
thin filler, reaching from edge to 
edge, and NEVER use a clumsy, 
heavy filler. 


DON’T use envelopes of freak size, or 
use envelopes made in a rough or 
rippled finish if you expect a clear 
imprint of the cachet. 


DON’T spread your address and a 
string of stamps all over the cover; 
confine BOTH to the right half of 
the envelope and leave the entire 
left half blank for the cachet. 


DON’T put three cents in stamps on 
a red, white and blue airmail en- 
velope; you may get away with it, 





but it is “cheating” and cheapens 
your collection. 


DON’T send your covers unaddressed 
and expect the Chamber of Com- 
merce to address them for you— 
they are busy people, and besides, 
_ name may get lost in the shuf- 
e. 


DON’T ask for the cachet in a special 
color or on the back of the cover; 
— is proper nor sportsman- 
like. 


DON’T place three cents postage on 
a heavy shipment and expect the 
Chamber of Commerce to pay the 
difference in postage due; they are 
going to sufficient expense and ef- 
fort in giving you the cachet with- 
out charge. 


DON’T give orders as to autographs 
you may want; the Chamber of 
Commerce hasn’t any messenger 
boys handy to run for the signa- 
tures of the Mayor, the Post- 
master and the Pilot, on your cov- 


ers.

They are not to be used for any other 
Postal business whatever and will not 
be accepted in payment of postage, 
revenue or excise tax.” The foregoing 
is a quotation from an Official notice, 
furnished us by R. J. Lewis, of Drop- 
more, Manitoba, and refers to an is- 
sue of Postal Note stamps that are 
about to be issued to the Postmasters 
throughout Canada.
